They have delivered an attack on 
the French to the east of Ypre-s and 
no less than five attacks on the first 
d'vision of the British fore*» on *;th«*r 
side of Ui Bassee «anal. 
Both British and French official re* 
ports assert all these attacks failed 
of their object and the G erm ans suf* 
fered heavy losses. 
The Germans, on the other hand, 
while adm itting th a t th eir attack on 
the British, north of the canal, vvvi 
unsuccessful, say that on the south 
side of the w aterway their efforts re ­ 
sulted in eomplete success and that 
the British attem pt to recapture these 
trenches 
was 
repulsed 
with 
heavy 
losses. 
T hese 
attacks 
followed 
a 
heavy 
bom bardm ent by British artillery of 
the 
German 
positions 
beyond 
In 
Bassee in which, according to reports 
from Boulogne, one lug German gun 
was 
destroyed, 
while the 
Germans 
were prevented from getting a sec­ 
ond heavy gun Into position. 


Fighting Becoming General. 


This was on Saturday.

day the G erm ans m ade m ore attacks 
{nd some of the hardest fighting of 
the campaign took plate. 
The hos- 
pital at B ethunc was shelled by the 
G erm ans and th«- wounded hud to be 
rem oved 
to 
Boulogne-.

In s been heavy fighting to the east 
and wesi of Craonne. in the Argonne 
and in Alsace. 
The Russians are m aking another 
effort to advance in 
East 
Prussia, 
while in 
Poland there has been a 
slackening in the fighting on 
both 
Bides for the m oment. 
T he Rus ians 
appear 
to 
be 
concentrating 
them ­ 
selves on their offensive north of th< 
lower Vistula, while the Austro-Ger* 
mans are busy m aking preparations 
to meet the Russian advance through 
the passes of the C arpathians and in 
Southern Bukowina. 
Russian 
subm arines 
have 
maxle 
their appearance in th e western por­ 
tion of the Baltic sea and have suc ­ 
ceeded 
in 
torpedoing 
the 
German 
cruiser 
Gazelle, 
which, 
however, 
reached port with th e assistance or a 
Swedish steam er. 
Their activity has 
stopped the trade carried on by Ger­ 
man steam ers between Germany and 
Sweden.
